Sen. Omer H. Avery (D) of Troy 
won unanimous consent to intro­ 
duce a bill th at would raise th e 
top fee for 
trucks 
over 
60,010 
pounds to $7 00 a y ear. Th e big 
fellows now pay up to $600. Under 
Avery 's plan, trucks between 60, 
010 and 64,650 pounds— th e new 
weigh t 
limit— would 
pay 
$100 
more for th e privilegt of opera 
ting in th e state. 
Local trucks over 60,010 would 
be increased from $200 to $300 a 
y ear. 
Opponents of th e "big 
truck’ 
bill h ad argued repeatedly th at it 
was unfair to increase th e weigh t 
limits with out requiring at least 
some larger fee from th e op­ 
erators. 
At th e outset th e minimum wage 
measure in th e House would also 
h ave allowed th e state director of 
Tabor and industrial inspection to 
ch eck th e records of any company 
at any time.

Oth ­ 
ers are six bootleggers, a billiard 
parlor operator, a grocer-political 
worker and a Missouri liquor store 
owner. 
Th eir lawy ers abruptly rested 
th eir cases soon after th e th ree 
acquittals and only one presented 
th e briefest testimony . 
With Bulloch , anti-crime special­ 
ist and Pulitzer Prize nominee 
th is y ear, th e court freed profes­ 
sional bondsman Cliff Wells and 
bootlegger Bernard Neil Williams.

In h is statement th e President 
said th e administration h as fol­ 
lowed “with intense interest” th e 
efforts of a Senate special com­ 
mittee “to bring to ligh t disclo­ 
sures of corrupt practices 
and 
abuses by officers and members 
of some labor unions.”

“Labor racketeering, like cor­ 
ruption any wh ere, is an abomina­ 
tion wh ich must be eliminated if 
and wh enever it occurs.

Sa v e Puppy (a nd Yo urself) 
Fro m I..ea ding a Do g 's Life 


By KAY SHERWOOD 
Looking over th o springtime 
crop of puppies? 
You don’t h ave to be a great dog 
fancier to find yourself adding th e 
h ousebreaking, feeding and care 
of a puppy to your oth er h ome^ 
making responsibilities. 
If you h ave a persuasive young­ 
ster wh o assures you fervently and 
often th at h e or sh e would rath er 
h ave a dog th an eat, you’re h ooked. 
If you’re discussing ways to ease 
th e adjustment of an only ch ild to 
a new baby, someone is bound to 
suggest th at you get a companion­ 
able puppy to absorb th e ch ild’s 
attention. 
If you’re going to be adding both 
a baby and a puppy to th e family, 
get th e puppy first. Allow yourself 
two to th ree month s to train h im 
so h e’D be settled down before 
your attention must be devoted to 
th e baby. 
Fitting a puppy into th e family 
re<]uires patience and 
alertness 
But even a two-year-old can be 
“ tauiiit to h andle a little dog 
and lovingly. Alth ough young ch il­ 
dren can h elp with th e care of a 
puppy, adult supervision is advis­ 
able until a ch ild is about eigh t. 
A tiny six-week-old puppy is 
adorable. But experienced do g 
raisers advised me to get an older 
puppy, five to six month s old, for 
my ch ild. Pups are stronger by 
th at time and h ave reach ed th e 
easy-to-teach stage. Usually th ey 
h ave h ad th eir distemper and h ep­ 
atitis sh ots by th en, too. 
Puppies love to play and romp, 
but for th e sake of th eir h ealth 
and disposition th ey need plenty of 
undisturbed sleep. Your four-legged 
addition sh ould h ave a comfortable 
bed placed wh ere you can keep an 
eye on h im. 
An inexpensive bed wh ich will 
keep h im safely out of drafts can 
be made from a h eavy cardboard 
carton. Cut off th e top flaps and 


one long side. For bedding use 
folded blanket or pillow. 
To make it really snazzy, slip­ 
cover th e box with a strip of fab­ 
ric folded length wise and seamed 
at th e ends. Cover th e bedding with 
a match ing piece. Denim or ticking 
makes for easy cleaning. 
Save old newspapers for th e 
h ouse-breaking stint. Always keep 
a newspaper in th e same place 
and h urry h im to it wh enever h e 
appears about to h ave an accident 
somewh ere else. 
If you’re too late, pick h im up, 
scold h im with a "no” and deposit 
h im on th e paper. You may need 
to swat h im ligh tly with a folded 
newspaper to emph asize th e lesson. 
If weath er permits train h im to 
go outside. After each meal and 
th e last th ing at nigh t, confine h im 
to a newspaper - covered area or 
take h im outdoors. 
For th e puppy’s protection and 
your peace of mind, equip h im at 
once with a collar and identifica­ 
tion and license tags. My ch ildren 
cautioned never to take our 
dog’s coUar off, even in fun. 
Teach older ch ildren h ow to pick 
up a puppy properly. Lift h im 
under th e rump with one h and, 
under th e ch est with th e oth er. 
Never let h im be h auled up by h is 
legs, as th ey are easily injured. 
Wh at to feed th e little fellow is 
a controversial subject. Your vet 
can h elp set up a diet. Dr. E. M. 
Gildow, a top canine nutritionist at 
th e Friskies Research Kennels in 
Carnation, Wash ., told me th at 
dogs do not crave variety. Furth er­ 
more, table scraps don’t usually 
provide th e well-balanced meal a 
dog needs. Good prepared dog 
foods are often ch eaper th an table 
leftovers and more consistent nu­ 
tritionally. 
Feed at th e same time each day. 
For speed and ease, I use a paper 
plate instead of a dish for th e dog’s 
food. 


Asfodated Prett Food Editor 
Spring can sh ow no brigh ter 
sigh t to a cook’s watch ful eye, 
th an asparagus piled h igh in food- 
market stalls. Wh at could taste 
better th an th ose first green stalks, 
cooked bvingly and sauced ap­ 
propriately? 
Pay no attention to recipes th at 
direct you to tie th e asparagus in 
a bunch and lower it into th e 
bottom of a double boiler or a 
coffee percolator. Th e idea beh ind 
th is advice is to h ave th e bottom 
o f th e stalks and th e tender tips 
cook in th e same length of time. 
Unnecessary both er, we say! Ar­ 
range th e stalks in a deep skillet, 
add a small mount of boiling water, 
cover and cook 8 to 12 minutes— 
depending on th e th ickness of th e 
asparagus. Lift th e cover of th e 
skillet several times to h elp keep 
th e vegetable green. 
But one caution Th is meth od of 
cooking is for asparagus stalks 
th at are peeled. Not to remove th e 
outer covering of th e lower part 
of th e stalk is barbaric, in our 
opinion! Use a swivel-blade vege­ 
table parer for th e job and you 
ca n de-4Mft no time 
BROWN BUTTER SAUCE 
Ingredients; 
cup butter, 1 
tablespoon flour, 1 tea.spoon lemon 
juice. 
Meth od: Melt th e butter over 
very low h eat in a small sauce­ 
pan, Just as it begins to take on 
a pale brown color, stir in th e 
flour. Continue stirring wh ile sauce 
bubbles and foams and turns to 
a h azelnut brown color. Remove 
from h eat at once and stir in lem­ 
on juice. Stir off h eat until foami 
ness subsides and .serve at once

For example, is your six-year- 
old on the verge of a tantrum? 
Relax. Tell him he can become a 
bona fide Junior 
Forest 
Ranger 
with an honest-to-gosh membership 
card from Washington. 
It takes no more than a simple 
letter for your child to join the 
happy throng of 
fire preventers 
and soil conservators which is al­ 
ready SiW.OOO .strong. 
In fact, harassed officials at the 
Agriculture Department are receiv­ 
ing membership requests 
at 
the 
rate of 1,000 a day. 
Maybe the terror of your house­ 
hold doesn’t aspire to this sort of 
thing.-Then direct his talents to­ 
ward the Treasury Department. 
The U.S. Savings Bonds Division 
is loaded with certificates of merit 
for kids who do an out.standing job 
of selling savings stamps in their 
schools. 
A real deal comes from the Se­ 
cret Service. Youngsters who come 
to the special attention of the Se­ 
cret Ser%ice receive cards that of- 


ficially make them 
nior members. 
“ We only have a small supply of 
cards,”

In a growing America there is 
great need for more than one doctor for 
every 739 people in the United States. 


Only by better American understand­

AH over the country people are call­ 


ing for more doctors, more research 
and more health .services. But the over­ 
taxed medical schools are finding it 
difficult to keep up with current obli­ 
gations, let alone expand. 


Besides training the largest under­ 
graduate .student body in history the 
medical schools are providing instruc­ 
tion for nearly 60,000 other students— 
interns and residents, practicing physi­ 
cians, specialists and dental, pharmacy 
and nursing students. In addition they 
are conducting $60 million worth of re­ 
search projects; providing free medical

W ASHINGTON—Uncle Sam's security system 
is now 90 strict that even doodling by high 
officials is checked to make sure their sub­ 
conscious scribbling doesn’t reveal any secrets. 
The doodles usually are burned if they are 
drawn during a secret conference. 


Washington’s champion doodler, Secretary of 
State Dulles, draws complex geometric designs 
as he think.s. It isn’t likely these abstract pat­ 
terns would give away any secrets. 
But on 
the chance a psychologist might get a clue 
to Dulles’ .secret thinking from them, aides 
scrupulously gather up his doodles and stuff 
them into a brief ca.se after each meeting. 


.Secretary of Defense Wilson also doodles at 
his de.sk. 
He may jot down a word or figure 
or curlicue. But his staff doesn’t bother to pick 
up after him. They are convinced his doodling 
would only confuse enemy agents. 


Sensitive agencies, such a.s the Atomic Energy 
Commission and Central Intelligence Agency, 
automatically destroy all doodling or .scribbling 
that has anything to do with secret work. 


Atomic Energy Chairman Lewus Strauss does 
not doodle, but he scrawls notes on tiny white 
pads and stuffs them in his pockets. 
He even 
keeps a pad by his bedside in case he should 
get an idea in the middle of the night. 
But 
he always empties his pockets in his office 
and is careful to destroy notes that contain 
security information. 


Centra! Intelligenc-e Chief Allen Dulles scrib­ 
bles notes on sheets of long, lined yellow paper. 
His security-minded .staff takes no chances and 
simply incinerates all his waste paper. 
The same is true in other .secret offices around 
Washington, 
FNen doodling ia often classified 
as “ top .secret.”

rest of the U.S.A. 


The only other candieiates who might whip 
Joe in the prim ary. Gov. Vern Thompson and 
Glenn Davis, don’t want to buck the party 
organization. This means no prominent Repub­ 
lican will be in the field against McCartfiy. 


It also means the Democrats will have ihcir 
best chance since 1932 to pick up a Wisconsin 
seal.

W ASHINGTON—This is a story 
I didn’t write during the last cam­ 
paign and probably never would 
have written except for the rumors 
now popping up in so many places 
that 
President 
Eisenhower 
has 
been forced to deny he will resign 
soon and turn the presidency over 
to Vice-President Nixon. 
His denial does not minimize the 
original story, as it was leaked to 
me. because the plot was supposed 
to be kept a secret from h^i.sen- 
hower. 
It is r<o wonder the story 
has been written because if the 
news source Ls the same as mine 
it is very good indeed. 
It was 
not given to me off-the-record. 
Now 1 feel compelled to write 
what I wa.s told because only a 
pari has been revealed about the 
scheme “ to make certain the Re­ 
publican party stays in the White 
House by giving Richard Nixon, 
the heir apparent, the advantage 
of 
becoming 
president 
before 
I960.“ Only Eisenhower can turn 
the trick, it was said. 
The plan, 1 was told, originated 
on MadLson Avenue and closely 
resembled the kind of presentation 
an advertising agency assembler 
to sell a client. 
The finst step in “ paving the 
way for Dick” was to let nature 
take its coiir.se “ at least through 
the first year of the President’s 
second term .” If his health stayed 
good, then the only action taken 
would be to push some kind of 
“ disability” 
legislation 
through 
Congress which would clarify the 
Constitution sufficiently to make 
the Vice-President the acting presi­ 
dent if the President became un­ 
able to judge his owTi disability. 
Perhaps the m ajority of the cabi­ 
net would have the authority since 
Congress might not be in session 
and only the President could call 
the members back to Washington. 
Disability legislation has already 
been introduced and many see a 
danger that sometime a president 
could be un.seated unwillingly by 
a hostile m ajority of hi.s own cabi­ 
net. 
The .second step is the tricky 
one. If the president’s health de­ 
teriorates somewhat, he is to be 
reminded of his pre-election prom­ 
ise to be a full time chief execu­ 
tive. Extolled wiU be the glories 
of retirement down on the Gettys­ 
burg farm in Pennsylvania. 
The third and final step is to 
seU the President on going directly 
to the people by radio - television 
and taking them into his confi­ 
dence, saying he cannot in all sin­ 
cerity carry on but feels he can in 
good conscience resign because the 
countrj' w ill be in safe hands. 


Fitting snugly into this is the 
President’s continued desire to en­ 
hance and e.xpand the vice-presi­ 
dency. including sending the vice- 
president abroad frequently as his 
per.sonal ambassador. 


The Pre.‘<ident would be told « ily 
he can build the “ bridge of ac­ 
ceptability” to the people for his

own coat, and the fellow continued 
to talk about his coat at the dub 
and try to find it. 


In the meantime, the man who 
wore the wrong coal home was 
trying to find the owner. 
He kept 
asking the fellows at the club and 
nobody seemed to know who the 
coat belonged to. 
It was several 
days and then one day he over­ 
heard a conversation about the 
lost coat and promptly told the 
group he had it and had been trv- 
ing to find the owner. 


The reason the men with the two 
coat stories couldn’t get together 
was that the man who had taken 
the coat by mistake always went 
to the club in the daytime. 
The 
man who lost the coat w'ent to the 
club at night and those men didn’t 
know anything about it. 
It had 
jus* happened that that one partic­ 
ular night when the n.istake was 
made they both had been there at 
the same time. 


So, finally the man got his coat 
back. 


Our present consideration w ill be 
the admittedly touchy subject of- 
disciplining children. Since unwi.se 
disciplining may be the cause of 
delayed speech, we cannot avoid 
invading the privacy of the fam ily, 
and analyzing a matter that is 
very personal to parents. We shall 
try very hard to be objective. 


It is a statement of the obvious 
to say that disciplining children, or 
adults for that matter, does stir 
emotional reactions. 
Since discip­ 
lining is a very indispensable part 
of fam ily living, we cannot advo­ 
cate abolishing it, even in the in­ 
terest of speech development, can 
we? The fact is that a reasonable 
amount of unpleasant emotional 
experiences are good for children 
rather than bad for them. 
They 
are necessar>- to the development 
of good personality. That is to say, 
the amount of emotional reaction 
that accompanies wise discipline 
\s not likely to have serious conse- 
quences to speech 
development. 
Let us not acquire exaggerated 
fears of suppressing 
desires 
or 
breaking wills. 
We do. however, need to recog­ 
nize that unw ise discipline can 
have serious consequences, not on­ 
ly to speech but to the whole child. 
Unwise discipline may take either 
of two forms. It may be too severe, 
or it may be too soft. 
Somewhere 
between these extremes is wi.se 
discipline that need not affect the 
child’s speech. 


Tim idity 
in 
children 
is 
often 
caused by unwise discipline. 
It 
may be the result of too severe, or 
of too soft, discipline. Over sev rs 
disciplkie, intended through fear of 
further punishment to stop undesir­ 
able action, may have the effect 
of creating fear to engage in any 
action, including talking. 
That i.« 
so obvious a statement 
that 
it 
seems a wa.ste to mention if. 
Rut 
there are many parents who are 
preparing sure candidates for the 
speech clinics, unless they exerci.se 
greater wisdom in disciplining. 


Soft disciplining, too, may pro­ 
duce timid children. When it takes 
tlie form of over-protection, as it 
often does, keeping the child from 
play for fear of hi.s getting hurt, 
deciding what he is to eat, to wear, 
to do — giving him no opportunity 
to make his own decisions — it can 
cause him to become afraid to de­ 
cide even to talk.

God is the am plifier who can 
clarify thinking. We must learn 
to increase the volume of our spir­ 
itual receivers so that we can hear 
more clearly when God speaks to 
us 
We need more guidance from 
the Divine .so that wc shall not 
become lost in the human distrac- 
tionii of living.

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Unwise discipline may have un­ 
desirable effects on speech quite 
the opposite from delaying it. The 
child may speak too volubly, mak­ 
ing a speech nui.sance of himself. 
From being over-disciplined, many 
children acquire feelings of in.se- 
curity, and engage in unwise ac­ 
tion just to gain de.sired attention. 
With many, attention-getling takes 
the form of butting in on conversa­ 
tion, or using, .speech that is not 
socially acceptable. Constant talk­ 
ing may come also from lack of 
disciplining. The child is not taught 
to take turns in conversation. Of­ 
ten parents are so pleased with the 
child’s ability to talk that they 
show him off, encouraging him to 
monopolize conversation. 
He ac­ 
quires little consideration for the 
pleasures 
of 
others. 
When 
he 
wants to talk, he w ill talk, no mat­ 
ter who “ has the floor." 
He w ill 
run on endlessly about things that 
interest only himself. 
Has this discussion succeeded in 
being a non-offending effort to help 
parents to evaluate their practices 
in disciplining their childrei^ and 
to adjust as need be for permit­ 
ting a pleasure-stimulated learning 
to talk on the part of their chil­ 
dren?

That wo uld 
make their to tal fee $700 fo r the 
big g est o ver-the-ro ad trucks and 
$300 fo r lo cal trucks weig hing o ver 
60,010 po unds. Trucks o f less than 
that weig ht wo uld pay a to p fee 
o f $600 as they do no w. 
The new bill, allo wed to co me 
in under unanimo us co nsent tra­ 
ditio ns, echo ed the furio us co n­ 
tro versy that was ro used by a bill 
sent to the Ho use earlier, raising 
truck weig ht limits to 64,650 po unds 
and leng th limits fro m 45 to 50 
feet. 
ON WORKMEN’S AID 
The Senate also adviced a bill 
to liberalize wo rkmen’s co mpen­ 
satio n pay ments slig htly .
